They want 
workmen for their idle mills, and men 
who are after employment can havo it 
for the asking It will rnulvo no difference 
whether or not they arc union men, 
but the union can have nothing to &aj 
about the wages. The men are offeree 
the same pay as before the strike. A 
new arbitration scheme was broached 
tonight by Simon Burns, of tho Win 
dow Glass Workers' association. 
He 


proposes to select a committee of such 
men as Archbishop Ireland, Bishop 
Potter and Soth Low, v, ho, after having 
the issue explained to them by both 
sides, shall have absolute authority to 
fix terms of settlement.

The current affairs of the two embas- 


sies can be carried on by the charge 
d'affaires, but all negotiations of a po- 
litical nature will IK; entirely suspended 
until tlie sultan yields to the French de- 
mands. The French government con- 
siders that the sultan has broken Uis 
wotd. He had piomised full payment 
of tlie long standing indemnities to 
Frenchmen amounting to $3j31l>.000, 
but at tlie end of last week declined to 
pay the full amount and offered a re- 
duced sum, uhic.li was refused by M. 
Constant, who wailed until Monday 
and then departed.

ADAMS' MIDNIGHT JUDGES. 


The Story ot »n B»tr»n«:eiii*nt of » 


Freiildent nnd Hln Sn'cce«>ur. 


The story of the quarnd between 


John Aduins aud Thomas Jefferson is 
very Interesting, and lu answer to an 
Inquiry 1 would say that It was an at- 
tempt on the part of Mr. Adams to ap- 
point a number of his friends in differ- 
ent sections of the country to life posi- 
tions upon the bench just as his presi- 
dential term was ending and Mr. Jef- 
ferson's beginning. 


A few moments before the expiration 


bt the Sixth congress in .1801 an act 
was passed creating a number of new 
districts and circuit courts. Mr. Ad- 
ams selected the judges from among 
his friends and political supporters ^ad 
liad their commissions prepared betore 
he approved the law. At that time it 
was the practice for congress to ad- 
journ at midnight on the 3d of .March, 
and the term of the president expired 
at the same moment. Mr. Jefferson, 
being aware of the intentions of JVlr. 
Adams, gave his watch to Levl Lin- 
coln, who had been selected for his 
cabinet, and told-him to take posses- 
iou of the office of secretary of state 
as the hands pointed to midnight. Mr. 
Lincoln obeyed instructions and inter- 
rupted Chief Justice Marshall, who 
was acting as secretary of state, In the 
act of attesting the commissions of the 
new judges with the great seal of state. 
A few had been completed, but the 


reater part lacked the seal. Mr. Lin- 


coln entered Judge Marshall's oflice 
without warning and said: 


"I have been ordered by President 


Jefferson to take possession of this de- 
partment and its papers." 


"Mr. Jefferson has not yet qualified 


as president," exclaimed the astonish- 
ed chief justice. 


'Nevertheless he considers himself 


an executor or trustee aud instructs me 
to take charge of the archives of this 
department until he is duly qualified." 


"But It is not yet liJ o'clock," said 


Judge Marshall, taking out his watch. 


"This is the president's watch and 


rules the hour," said Mr. Lincoln. 


Judge Marshall carried away the 


commissions that were completed, and 
the men \\lio received them were after- 
ward known as "Adams' midnight 
judges." 


Mr. Jefferson, considered this an in- 


fringement of his prerogatives and an 
Invasion of his authority as president, 
and for many years he and Mr, Adams 
were bitterly hostile, although he con- 
tinued to correspond with Mrs. Adams 
in a friendly mauuer. On the other 
haud, Mr. Adams was offended with 
Mr. Jefferson because of the removal 
of his sou, John (Juliicy Adams, who 
was registrar of bankruptcy at Boston. 
Mr. Jefferson afterward explained that 
he was not aware that the young 
Adams who held the office was a son of 
the ex-president or he would not have 
removed him. 
A reconciliation was 


brought about by Dr. Benjamin Rush, 
for which Mr. Jefferson was prepared 
by a sympathetic letter from Mrs. 
Adams at the time of the death of his 
daughter, Mrs. Kpps. 


The letter of Dr. Hush to Mr. Adams 


urging tho reconciliation is one of the 
most eloquent appeals that can be 
Imagined. He says: 


"Fellow laborers in erecting the fab- 


ric of American liberty and independ- 
ence, fellow sufferers In the calumnies 
and falsehoods of party rage, fellow 
hdirs of the gratitude and affection of 
posterity and fellow passengers in the 
same stage which must soon convey 
botli into the presence of the Judge 
with whom forgiveness and the love of 
your enemies is the condition of your 
acceptance, embrace — embrace each 
other, bedew your letters of reconcilia- 
tion with tfa-ns of affection and joy." 


Mr. Jefferaou and Mr. Adams re- 


sumed their correspondence and friend- 
ly relations until their death, which oc- 
curred on the same day, but some of 
Mr. Jefferson's partisans refused to ap- 
prove the reconciliation,—Chicago Rec- 
ord.

Never wear a shoe or bout that lias 


depressions in any part of the sole to 
drop any joint or bearing below the level 
plane.

up very much at the toes, as this causes 
the cords on the upper part of the foot 
to contract. 


No or wear a shoo that presses np into 


the hollow of the foot. 


Never have the top of tho boots tight, 


as il interferes with the action of tho 
calf muscles, making one walk badly, nud 
f-poila the shape of the ankle. 


Never wear a short stocking or one 


which after being washed is not at least 
one-half inch longer than the foot. Bear 
in mind that stockings shrink. 
Be sure 


that they will allow your toes to spread 
out at the extreme; ends, as this keeps 
the juint.s in place and makes a strong 
and attractive foot. 


Your Shot's. 


Shoes should bo changed at least once 


a day and be allowed to thoroughly air 
before another day of use. 
It is econ- 


omy to have a, full supply of footwear, 
bath slippers, shoes for house wear and 
those for walking and dress occasions. 
The changes should be made when one 
enters or leaves the house or when ready 
for the bath.

"Stories of wild red 


liidiuus on Manhattan, Island and buffalo 
luiuts ia the adjacent territory don't go 
any more. A quarter Of a century ago 
you could stuff! 'em with any kind of a 
yam if tht scene was laid ia the United 
States and the actors were Americans. 
Now you arc apt to get laughed at if you 
sprint' any dime novel stories on the av- 
erage mail iu the street. 


"Oucc •when I was in London ou a 


business trip I was seized with a great 
longing lor oysters. 
Visions of them 


bioiled, steamed and. on the half shell, 
such as I used to eat ia New York, Bal- 
timore and Washington, haunted me ev- 
ery time I sat down to a meal, but none 
of them ever appeared on the table. 
English friends assured me that I could 
{jet them if I only wcut to the light place, 
but 1 never succeeded in getting any of 
these men to give me the address. One 
day I started out to liud an oyster house 
on my own hook. 


"In the Straud I found what I was 


looking foi. 
It was a typical London 


eating house, but the sigu, 'Oysters Iu 
liveiy Stjle,' leminded me of home. I 
enteied and as a Heeler ordeicd a dozen 
ou the half shell. The waiter who serv- 
ed tue was as solemn as a bishop. The 
oysters he brought me were the smallest 
and meanest looking bivalves 1 ever sa-sv. 
They had a shriveled up, foi loin look 
about them that was uot at all tempting 
and there was nothing in the Vabte of 
them to remind me of the delicious Blue 
Point or the more robust Rockaway. 


"When I had finished eating them, I 


thought it \\ ould be a good idea to carry 
a\\uy the shells to show iny friends at 
home. They would serve as a warning 
to any one intending to cross the OCOHU 
awaiust oysteis as they are served in 
England's capital. So I wiped the shells 
dry with my uapkiu and slipped them 
into my pocket. 


"When the solemn looking waiter re- 


turned to take the rest of niy order, he 
looked first at my plate and then at me. 
Then he glanced about the iloor on both 
sides of my chair and tually stooped 
and looked under the table. 
" 'What's the trouble T I asked lan- 


guidly. 


•' 'Beg pardon, sir,* he said, 'but 


what's become of the shells?' 
" 'Do you mean the oyster shells? I 


asked, \uthout auy particular show of 
iateiest. 
" 'Most certainly,' he returned, again 


poking his head under the table. 'lilt's 
most strange, whate\er has become of 
them.' 
" 'Nothing strange about it,' I said 


calmly. 'I ate them.' 
" 'Hate them!" he cried, his eyes bulg- 


ing. 'You must be joking, sir!' 
" 'Js'ot at all,' I went on. 'Everybody 


in America, \vhere I live, eats the shell 
as -\vell as the oyster. In fact, in some 
of the states they thiow the oysters uv ;iy 
and cat the shells alone. In Georgia 
they eat them with clay.' 


"The waiter's jaw dioppod and bis ejes 


continued to bulge. lie was so flustered 
that he got his orders mixed and brought 
me the food intended for somebody else. 
He got things straightened out after 
awhile, but the loof of dumb amazement 
ncMT Ictt his face. 


"After I had eaten tho meal I glanced 


leisinely uround and saw with suiprise 
thnt nearly every eye in tho place was 
fastened on me. The waiter who served 
me was talking to the man at the desk, 
T\ho, I aftciward learned, was the pro- 
pi ietor, and he was craning his neck to 
get a look at me. 
" 'It's the sheila that's bothering them,' 


I said to myself. 'Well, I'll keep them 
guessing as a reward for the measly oys- 
ters they gave me.1 


"When I started to go out, the proprie- 


tor •was standing at the door. 
" 'A jv ord with you, sir,' he said po- 


litely. ' 
" 'AVhat is it?' 1 inquired innocently. 


'The money I gave you was good, I 
trust?' 
" 'Indeed it was,' he replied. 'It wasn't 


about the money I wished to speak, but 
about the oysters.' 
" 'Oh, about the shells, I suppose,' I 


said carelessly. 
'Your waiter seemed 


surprised when I told him I had eaten 
them.' 
" 'I confess it surprised me also," said 


the eating house man. 'I never heard of 
it before.' 
" 'It's a very common thing in Amer- 


ica,' I said and went my way. 


"Nearly every day for three months I 


went to that eating house for a bite at 
uoon, and there was always a gathering 
tfiere to see the American who ate oys- 
ters, shells and nil. Of course, I never 
ordered any more on the half shell be- 
cause I was watched too closely to slip 
the shells into my pocket. I told the 
proprietor that the English oysters 
weren't big enough to suit me. He of- 
fered to try to get me some of a larger 
size, but I wouldn't hear of his going to 
the trouble. 


"Every time he talked to me, and that 


was nearly every day, he managed to 
bring the conversation around to Amer- 
ica in general and the devouring of oys- 
ter shells in particular. 
I found him to

" 'I couldn't RO away without making a 


Confession,' I said. 'Here nre the shells. 
I <lidn't ent them nt all, but carried 
thwa away in iny pocket.' 


••'Well, what do you think? He sim- 


ply wouldn't believe me. Neither would 
the waiters. 
They had all got it fns- 


tpnwl in their minds thnt it was the cus- 
tom in America to ent oyster shells, nnd 
the evidence T produced was not suffi- 
cient to make thrin believe otherwise.

,ave done so in their early days, but 
fter they acquired bloody celebrity 
hoy ceased to hunt trouble and wore 
ept busy avoiding it. Of course there 
ivere exceptions, and I remember one 
ufflan with a record who ran amuck 
hrough a little Colorado town and shot 
a few dozen window lights en route, 


ut he was crazy drunk, and the ina- 
orlty of his chin were sober, serious, 
xtremely quiet Individuals who were 
. great deal more apt to swallow an 
ffroiit than they were to give one. In 
act, the baiting of bad men became a 
avorltc diversion among a certain 
lass of ambitious citizens, and it was 
ine of the most curious phases of a life 
hat Is now rapidly passing Into mere 
raditlon.
